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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1, 3 to 7, 9 to 11, 15, and 18 to 25 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 3 
to 7, 9 to 11, 15, and 20, 21, and 23 to 25 are allowed and claims 18, 19, and 22 are newly 
rejected. Applicants are herein amending claims 18, 19, and 22. 

Amendments to the Claims 

Applicants are herein amending claims 18, 19, and 22 to delete subject matter that 
does not have antecedent basis in claim 1 . Applicants are also amending claim 22 to clarify 
that the compound of formula (I) or a stereochemically isomeric form thereof, may be 
converted into a different stereochemically isomeric form of the compound of formula (I). 
Applicants respectfully submit that the amendments to the claims do not introduce new 
matter; and are fully supported by the specification, as originally filed. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. $ 112, second paragraph 

Claims 18, 19, and 22 are newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
allegedly indefinite because certain forms of the compounds of formula (I) allegedly lack 
antecedent basis. Applicants are herein amending claims 18, 19, and 22 to delete 
"stereochemically isomeric forms, metal complexes, quaternary amines or Af-oxide forms 
thereof," thereby rendering moot this portion of the rejection. 

Claim 22 is also newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as allegedly 
indefinite. Applicants are herein amending claim 22 to clarify that the compound of formula 
(I) or a stereochemically isomeric form thereof, may be converted into a different 
stereochemically isomeric form of the compound of formula (I), thereby rendering moot the 
this portion of the indefinite rejection. 
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Accordingly, applicants request withdrawal of claims 18, 19, and 22 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12, second paragraph. 

Conclusions 

Applicants respectfully request: 

(1) entry of the amendments to the claims; 

(2) reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections of the claims based on the foregoing 
amendments and remarks; and 

(3) allowance of claims 1, 3 to 7, 9 to 1 1, 15, and 18 to 25.
